A Claim for Latin. 


Italy's learned societies are anxious to 
revive the use of Latin as an international 
language, and the Institute of Roman 
Studies, in particular, is trying to make 
it universal in congresses on cultural 
subjects. The movement, as one might 
expect, enjoys the hearty support of the 
Fascist Party, and, doubtless, will appeal 
to many scholars in other countries than 
 Ttaly. It is possible to dispense with an 
“international language, But there are 
numerous occasions on which its lack is 
felt acutely; and international congresses 
—of archeologists, men of science, 


historians—often have deplored the 
variety of tongues represented there. As 


a common language, Latin has notable 
advantages. In the first place, it is no 
synthetic language of the type which has 
sprung into short-lived abundance within 
the last half: century. The speech of 
ancient Rome was the heritage of half 
Europe for over a thousand years, and 
thus has proved its international 
officiency. In the second place, it is still 
a widespread and living tongue. It 
clothes the official ritual of the Roman 
Catholic Church ; it is an element of educa- 
tion in every civilised State in the world; 
even now it is used in Italy for 
the debates of more than one learned

A FORTUNE beyond the dreams of the 

Irish sweepstake has unexpectedly 
come to Mr. John H. Quinn, a native of 
Westmeath, who, with his brother. will 
share what is known as the Quinn millions 
from Australia. 

Mr. Quinn served twenty-five years in 
‘the old R.1.C., being stationed in Bally- 
mena for five years and later as sergeant 
in Belfast. He also served in Lisburn, 
Lurgan, Carrickfergus, Antrim, Ros- 
common, Mayo, Westmeath, Waterford 
and Cork. On the outbreak of war he 
joined the 4th Royal Irish Fusiliers, and 
served as a sergeant until after the 
Armistice. Later he went out to Canada, 
and was employed on the Quebec Centra! 
Railway. 

Interviewed to-day, Mr. Quinn appeared 
to take his ition philosophically and 
calmly. “ When i in Quebec,”’ he stated, 
“I often saw advertisements for claimants 
to the inn millions in Australia, but, 
as I had riot the remotest idea that any 
relatives of mine out there were wealthy, 
[ simply did rot bother about the matter. 


SHEEP FARMER. 


“Some years poeet, and a friend 
brought it particularly to my notice, and, 
seeing that the name of the dead woman 
was Anne Quinn, I got in touch with 
solicitors in Sydney. After some corre- 
spondence I was delighted to know that I 
was one ot the next-of-kin, as I was able 
to establish that Miss Quinn was my first 
cousin, her father and mine being brothers. 
Her uncle. Patrick McCabe, left ber the 
immense fortune she possessed. I under- 
stand that he made his money sheep farm- 
ing in the early days, and that his invest- 
ments in house property and other estate 
was very fortunate. He amassed a huge 
fortune, so I have had to come over to 
Ireland to get the various documents and 
certificates necessary, and my solicitors 
have all arrangements completed. 

“The entire estate is to be divided 
between my brother, James Quinn, who 
is an inspector of police at St. Louis, 
U.8.A., and myself, who are the only 
next-of-kin, We are both coming into 
fortunes of £1,750,000 each, and, as my 
cousin will have been five years dead in 
May next, the estate will then be dis- 
tributed.” 

Asked-what he intended to do when he 
came into his fortune, Mr. Quinn said 
that he would first bring over his wife 
and four of a family from Quebec, ‘and 
then he intended to settle down in the old 


country.

DEPUTIES SEEKING 
INFORMATION. 


COMMUNIST CONGRESS 
IN DUBLIN,

HEN the Dail rose lagt Friday after- 
noon for the Easter holidays, follow- 
ing the brief speech of President de Valera 
on the motion for the adjournment, many 
deputies remained in the lobbies to discuss 
the President’s remarkable - utterances. 
What exactly, it was. asked, did he mean 
by his reference to a “ six months’ holiday 
from parliamentary work” ; what was 
the threat implied in his statement that, 
as members seemed to be agreed on 
desirability of finding a cure. for umem- 
ployment, “the Government was going to 
put them to the test”; and what were 
the ‘‘sacrifices”’ which the Government 
would demand later on? : 
These statements, made in the vague 
language which is characteristic of the 
President, naturally led to much specula- 
tion as to what was in the Government's 
mind, The possibility of a long adjourn- 
ment of the Dail appeared to be a natural 
inference, while the “ test” to be applied 
to deputies was felt “to indicate some 
unusual prevenons in the forthcoming 
Budget. 


SENATE REFORMS. 


President de Valera has already out- 
lined his views regarding the Senate. He’ 
has little use for that body, and pending 
his proposals for its reform or abolition 
he intends to introduce legislation to 
prevent the filling of vacancies which will 
occur towards the end of next year. His 
attitude towards -the Dail is, perhaps, 
somewhat less contemptuous; but he has 
made it clear that in the bill which must 
ba introduced at an early date for the 
revision of that Chamber, as provided by 
the Constitution, he will cut down popular 
representation from the present number 
of 153 to about 120. In this connection 
it is also reealled that Mr. Sean T. 
O’Kelly recently stated in the Dail that 
in certain circumstances the Government 
might find it desirable to abolish the 
county councils altogether. 

Deputies argued from 
ments that deniocratic “government 
in the Free State is in for a bad time 
under the present régime. As one deputy. 
shrewdly remarked, ‘‘ With the (two 
Houses of the Oireachtas silenced, one on 
a six months’ holiday and the other 
abolished, and with deputations from 
county councils no longer troubling 
Ministers, the Executive Council would be 
in an ideal position to carry out their 
plans and impose their tests upon the 
country,” 

In view of the amount of interest which 
the President's speech has aroused, it is 
very likely that efforta will be made te 
obtain more definite information as to the 
Government’s intentions when the Dail 
resumes on. the 26th inst. 


A COMMUNIST PARTY. 


There are other matters upon which 
various members of the Dail have ex- 
pressed a desire for information, one of 
them being the policy which the Govern- 
ment. propose to adopt regarding the 
development of Communism in the Free 
State. In this connection, it is noted that 
an attempt is being made to establish 
definitely-a Communist Party here, and 
to this end a Congress of ‘Communists is 
fixed to be held in Dublin on the 30th of 
this month. The date is significant as 
beng the eve of the Ist Mar, whieh is the 
recognised Communist day of celebration 
in Continental countries. It is known, of 
course, that for some time past various 
Communist “ cells ” have been formed, 
both in Dublin and in the provinces. The 
definite formation of a Communist Party: 
here, with direct communication with. 
Moscow, is, however, regarded as a vastly 
different matter, and one upon which the 
Government ought to indicate to the 
people what attitude it intends to pursue.
